A MONSTROSITY KILLED. 



After much liuiry, quick combination, rind 
nnheatd or onergy on tho part of tho slow- 
going coaches of boib. Assembly and Council, 
the groat bill lor the reliof of the unforlunato 
absenteo luud speculators has como to nn 
unlimoly end, — ia in fuot dead. Tho publio 
pureo will thereloro not Buffer the present 
year, because of tho negligence of landed 
proptielors who may ba " doing " the tout of 
Europe and depending on tbe industry of tho 
inhabitants of Vancouver Island to koop up 
tho value of Ihcir property' Our only regret 
is that so much eloquence, so much vigor, nnd 
so much wire-pulling should havo gone for 
nought — that rulea should havo boon ig- 
nored in both Houses, and a regular habeas 
corpus suspension excitement got up to no 
purpoeo. Up till last Monday no person 
had beard of n bill to break publio contracts 
by aot of the Legislature, but Mr. Cochrane, 
on that ovcr.iful day, broached the question 
in the House by giving notico that he would 
ask leave lo introduoo a bill lo prevent tho 
Government fulfilling thoir obligations to tho 
purohnsersof lota at tbe Sheriff's salo of April 
last. Olhor members would have allowed tho 
usual day or so to intervene boforo asking 
leavo of tho House, but Air. Ooolirano was 
determined to toko limo by lliu forelock, and 
so be aiked for tho suspension of tho rules, 
in order that ho might obtain loave 
to bring in tbo bill and pass it tho samo 
day on whioh tbo first intimation ol tho 
measaro was given. Of course members who 
saw great objections in suspending the rules 
for tho transaction of business that had ro-. 
oeirod ample discussion, were only glad of 
an opportunity to suspend the rules on a 
question that had never tho slightest chance 
of being discussed, and which aimud at no- 
thing else than a breach of laith with the 
public Ililhorlo tbe rules of tbe House bad 
never boon suspended on a subject that hud 
not been introduced in tha usual form, and 
on which tho tnombera bad not had an op- 
portunity of debating, lo this instance, how- 
over, the whole question was burked, ntd 
members who chanced to be absent on tbe 
day of its introduction were astonished 
to find in tbe evening paper that tho 
bill had passed through all its stagoa 
and had gone to the Upper Houso. — 
We bring tho case forward to 6bov tho 
duplicity of some of thoso gentlemen who have 
on proviuua occasions expressed their abhor- 
rence of suspending tho rules— thoso choioo 
and fastidious spirits who atuniblo nt tha 
gnat and swallow tbe camel. Wo are not 
opposed to suspending any lorin or ceremony 
occasionally to fucilitato publio business— we 
do not go to the conservative lengths of Drs. 
Uelrackon, Tolmie, and Ash ; (or wa beliove 
thero are occasions frequently in legislation 
where it ia a bonofit to remove tbe barriers to 
despatoh ; but wo dotest tho wrotched hypoc- 
risy that talks in one breath of tho danger 
of hasty legislation, and thon goes in for an 
abrogation of every restraint down oven to 
a notico of motion. We respect mou like 
those wo have mimed, who have the moral 
oourago and moral principle to adhere to their 
honest conviotiono ; but for thoso vaccillating 
members whoso opinions are mote variable 
than our winter winds, wo havo and tho pub- 
lic have nothing but contempt. These are 
tbe men who, with all their mouthing a little 
while ago about Executive encroachments, 
wero ready yesterday to swallow tho whole 
constitution of the Island at a gulp. Had 
the Colonial Secretary told them to sus- 
pend tho habeas corpus and put tbe Island 
under martial law, they would have dono 
it with an energy of toadyism worthy of the 
cause. What is tbo prerogative of a repre» 
eentativo body to them 1 What tbo interests 
id tho publio — if a littlo back door Govern- 
ment iuflujiico is exerted on thoir plastic 
rnicde. And these nro tho men who leal 
suddenly contaminated by tho presence ol 
Mr. Dennos. We nro no apologist for the 
member for Salt Spring, but wo can 
sa!oly say that bis record ia tho Home is us 
bright as tho best of them, and infinitely 
brighter than the wriggling Chairman, 
Trimble, who has beon everything and nothing 
by turns-- ,hoso political toolings lod him 
yesterday to distort tho voto of Dr. 
] olniio, and to not moro liko a violent 
and unscrupulous pnrtizan than a digni. 
fied and impartial presiding officor, Tbe 
absurd bill is dead, and tho peoplo of 
Vancouver Island havo reason to bo thanklul 
for it; for independent oi the damaging 
character it would havo bad ou all future 
dealings between the public nnd the Govern- 
mont, it was a oleverly ooncelved plot to 
oauso tho supplies to bo again opened, mid 
a host of official salaries raised and voted by 
tho flunkies who are noiv disposed lo entry 
out to the letter the injunctions of the Ex- 
ecutive Fortunately the sohemo failed, aud 
fortunately tbo limo is not far dislaut whon 
tho politioul icfuso, which now lies lilto an 
incubus on the Assembly, will bo swept from 
the House never moro to return.

Cochrane's bill amending tha Real Estate 
Tnx Act. 

Mr. DeCoamos looked upon the bill as 
amonded as a monoy hill whiuh could not 
omanolo from tho Uuuso nbove. 

Dr. Ash agreod with the sonior member 
that the bill as amended could be construed 
as nothing less Ihuu a muney bill. 

Dr. Dickson thought the Haute might ou 
tertain the amendments with a protest against 
tho infringemenl of the Upper Ilouso o:i 
Iho prerogative of the Assembly wbioh 
would prevent itR forming a precedent 
Dr. Tolmie dissented from tho proposition 
of the hon. gentleman, which would only 
lend to complicate matters. Ho looked upon 
tho bill as a monoy bill. 

Dr. Trimble asked Iho Speahor lo defina 
what was a money bill. 

Tho Speaker suid it was r> bill that formed 
a charge on the revenuo (hoar, hear). 

Mr. M'Cluru maintained Ihat tho House 
could not sanction the bill sent down. Tho 
.only course would bo for tho promoters of 
the bill to bring in a fresh una wilh similnr 
provisions to those contained in tho Council's 
amendments. It was n most dangerous ad- 
mission to allow the Upper Houso to make 
such an unhoard of inrond on tho privileges 
of the Assembly as to iuitiato n money bill. 

Dr. Trimble did not look upon the bill in 
tho light of a monoy bill, tho Assembly's bill 
hod simply come down with amendments, 

Mr. DoCoimos agreed with his hou. col- 
league for tho city iu suggesting that a new 
bill bo brought in. Caso? hud occurrod in 
England where hills had been sent down 
from the House of Lords to the Commons, 
which were regarded as monoy bills, and 
were allowed to allowed to lie on tho table 
while tho Commons themselves originated 
and passed similar bills. It was lha only 
constitutional way of getting over Iho diffi- 
culty. 

Mr. Cochrane quite agieed undor ordinary 
circumstances with all that hud boon said, 
nnd would havo preferred such a courso ; 
but this was a cobo of emergency, and there 
was not sufficient titno to adopt tha plan 
suggested. It would, ho thought, be a bolder 
aud moro manly courso ou the part of tbo 
opponents of tho measure if they would nt 
once declare that they were avorso to any 
legislation on the subject. 

Mr. M'Cluro said tho lion, gentleman hid 
implied Ihat il wouid bo bolder Uui RPr" 
manly for this House to givo up lo tho Council 
all its privileges; but he for one oould not 
view it in that light. So far as there not 
bulng sufficient time was concerned the hou. 
gentleman could not hava forgotteu that ho 
had carried his bill through the Uouso in 
one day. Tho same thing could bo done 
again. 

Mr. Cochrane would rou .rid this lion, gen- 
tleman that the Council had adjourned until 
Monday. 

Mr. M'Olure — Then that makes tho lh/Dg 
all the worse (hear, bear). The Council has 
adjourned without taking into consideration 
that the House of Assembly might alter its 
amendments. It was an utiempt to compel 
tho House to swallow the Council's amend - 
ments, which savored of a pusitive insult 
(hear, hear). 

Mr. Cochrane reiterated his previous ar- 
guments lo show that if property were allowed 
to be sold in the manner done in April last 
tbo titles would quickly bo complicated, und 
real estate would depreciate to a ruiuou.i 
•xtent. 

Dr. Tolini" called the hon. gentleman's 
attention lo Iho fact thut in California greater 
difficulties existed in regard lo lilies to real 
estate, yet notwithstanding properly had ad- 
vanced thico nr four hundred per conl. Tho 
hou. gentleman (Mr. Cochrane) was himself 
to blamo for not having brought this bill 
forward six weeks ago. 

Mr. Cochrs.no said his visual organs woro 
supposed to be clearer than 'other persons. 
But ho had brought tho mailer up four months 
sgo. He alluded to the delay occasioned by 
the Government in not furnishing returns, 
and when Iboce roturns were published only 
100 oopios ol tho Qanette were furnished. 

Dr. Ash said ihat the owners of properly 
oould not object to Ihe want of publicity 
given to the salos. Advertisements had been 
Inserted day alter day in the public news- 
papers. Besides Ihe usual notification had 
been published in bolh the Government Ga- 
zette and tho local papers. 

Dr. Dickson thought that a resolution sot' 
ting forth that the House protested against 
tho usurpation by tho Council of tho Assem- 
bly's powers to introduce monoy bills, but 
viewing the omergency of the caso allowed 
Iho amendment to go to committee, would bo 
all that was needed in this caso. 

Mr. McClure thought tho House had ono 
particular duty to perform in this matter, and 
that was lo guard its functions Ho then 
alluded to tho inconsiderato maimer in which 
tho bill had been first put through tho House 
without previous notice, having been given. 
Ho was willing that tho question should bo 
left to the Speakor to dotcrmino whethor it is 
a money bill or not. 

The Speaker Haid he had already docided 
and the House seemed to agruo that il'was 
a money bill (hear, hoar). 

Dr. Dickson then moved a resolution in 
accordance with the suggestion he hud pre- 
viously mado. 

Dr. Ash moved ns no amendment that ibn 
words following the protest be elrtiok oat. 

Dr. Trimble moved that tho Standing 
Orders be suspended to consider tho amend- 
mendmonls in Committee (hear, hear and 
laughter}, 

Mr. DeOosmos remarked that iho Houso 
was roally culled upon to yield up ono of the 
most valued and sa'rcd privilegos of tho 
popular branch of tho Legislature. The only 
thing that could legally und constitutionally 
bo dono would bo lo let Iho bill originato in 
the Assembly, and pass through the ordinary 
course. 

Mr. M'Cluro again spoko in -favor of Iho 
measure being constitutionally brought be- 
fore the House. 

Mr. Cochrane again asserted that ho was 
wholly in fit vor of such a cuurau undor ordinary 
circumstances, but there was not titno to do 
so in this case which was one of cmer^onoy. 
Tho hon. gentleman then brought all his 
artillery lu bear in pointing out cases of 
hardship and Injustice that might arito under 
tho existing law, if tho lorfcitures were not 
prohibited, und urged upon tho House the 
emergenoy ol the caso l tin, t cnlled for iho 
passage oi the bill ho hod introduced. 

Dr. Tolmie said the hon. gontloman had 
spoken uf but not shown the emergency of 
tho oa30. Uo should have brought forward 
his bill a mouth ago and given hen. gentle- 
men time in consider tho matter. Ho (Dr. 
Tolmie) hud always been averse to busty and 
inconsiderato legislation. Tho Utiles had 
boon suspended und tho measoro rushed 
thruUgh without consideration, In a mariner 
that would Causa people to cull in question 
the capacity of tho Colony to logislate. The 
olluot of this measure would bo that wo 
should be doing more fur uhsenloes, perhaps 
ut UO great distance Irom Iho colony, Ihuu f or 
men who toil and sweat for the colony. In 
fact it was moro lor tho relief of those who 
owned lots in tho city but turtle I a deal oar 
to itireet improvements und would do nothing 
for the country, than for tho actual settlor. 
Ho oould point out il necessary oases of this 
kind within his own knowledge (hear, hear). 

Mr. M'Cluro said tho hon. member for 
Saanlab. bad agreod that ugraai v/rong nrai 
committed by selling property alter a lapse 
of live years and ho now wanted to prolong 
that wrong for another year (hear, aud 
laughter), 

The motion to go into Committee win 
carded. 



Ayos— Trimble, Powell, Cochrane, Dick- 
sou, Cnrsweil (5). 
Noes- Ash, Tolmie, DeCosmos, M'Clure, 

Tho House thon went into Oommitteo, und 
tho usual difficulty arose iu naming tho 
Chairman. Dr. Trimble at length, after 
scanning the members and satisfying himBelf 
that the position of hL brigade wub securo, 
undertook to discharge tho onerous duties. 

Mr. DeCosmos remarked that tho hon. 
gontlcrnon was at present Belf-appointed. nud 
named Dr. Diokaon. 

Dr. Trimblu resumed his seat and said be 
should now deolino to act, ho was, however, 
bouu induood to chnngo his mind, mid taking 
tho chair with a confident air remarkod that 
" it was all right unyhow, as it was a caso of 
a casting vote, and they would carry tha 
bill." 

Dr- Tolmie called the hon. gontloman to 
account for his unparliamentary language. 
This was a deliberative Assembly, and a 
question was supposed to bo aottlcd on its 
merit'. 

The Spcaksr in tho meantime rotired to 
the Committee Boom to puff a regalia, which 
lofl the promoters of tho bill under iho full 
a.Hsursnco that they had a majority. 

Clouuo 1.— Dr. Diokaon moved be carried. 

Mr. M'Cluro oppoied tho clause. It pro- 
posed for the saka of benefitting BOine ten 
or twolvo individuals to violate a solemn coin- 
paot, and wouid servo to injure tho Govern- 
ment lo an oxtcnt that ten umos tho amount 
would net compensate 

Mr. DeOosmos thought that the Council 
might with equal propriety alter the loan bill 
of £40.000, and change tho rate of interost. 
There was soma justice in indemnifying iu- 
noccat persons who may havo boon wronged 
through ignorance, but tho mode of procedure 



they hnd auy objections to raise against the 
4>5n, mambor lei them do bo in a proper 
manner — let them adopt the usual modo of 
procedure.

Dr. To'mie thought this must Indued be 
nu emergency when May had to be overlurni 
od. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Ash asked the hou. member for Saan- 
ich whethor ho had not himself sat and voted 
with the hon. mombor for Salt Spring with 
out malting any objection ? 

Mr. Cochrane) said ho had, but he nevor 
theless belioved the hon. member was not 
entitled to a seat 

Dr. Dickson said the hou. sonior member 
himself had brought in a motion to inquiro 
into tho Beat ol tho hon. member for Salt 
Spring. 

Mr. DeCosmos said it was one thing to 
bring in a motion to inquiro and another to 
declare that u member wub not entitled to a 
sent. A motion could bo made against the 
seat ol uny member, but thai did not affeot a 
membor's position uny moro than tho action of 
a porsou bringing a caio into court was 
tantamount to saying the defendant was 
wrong. 

Loud ciies of "question," but the Chair- 
man still refused to put Mr. M'Cluro's mo- 
tion.

Mr. M Clure thought it a good idea to ask

Dr. Tolmio questioned whothor ignoranco 
would be allowed in the Supremo Court us 
an oxcubb for negligence. Ho was, however, 
altogether opposed lo Iho present measure, 
and thould voto against the oluuso. 

Mr. Cochrone contended wilh some warmth 
and e.1 some length for the measure, although 
hu shuuld have preferred bis own bill a a il 
stood. 

Mr. M'Cluro asked the hon. gentleman 
whether hu hud road tho <18lh section ol the 
Roul Eatnto Act, and whethor ho could point 
out by what legordomuin the Government 
could Btund as agent lor absentee property 
holders —how il was authorised in Btoppicg 
in as the heirs or assigns ol the defaulting 
patties. Tho act distinct ly confined the 
power of redeeming tho lots to tbo owner or 
his heirn or assigns. 

Dr. Dickson argued in favor of tho clause. 
Dr. Tolmie asked the hou. gentleman to 
give facts instead of argument How many 
parties could ho point out that had been in- 
jured' 

Dr, Dickson suid it was noodlees to go 
over all the irresistible arguments that had 
been advanced by tbo hon. member for 
Saanich. 

Dr. Tolmio asked the hon. member for 
Saanioh to benefit Iho Houso with facts in 
ss le-.v wordi as he convenionlly oould. 

Mr. Cochrane considered that he had ad- 
vanced more fads than arguments and he 
would not oooupy ihe tin o ol tho House any 
longer. 

Dr. Tolmio— That is the way to get at it. 
Mr. M'Cluro repeated the question of the 
hon. member for tho District (Dr. Tolmie). 
He had not been presont whon the hon. gen- 
tleman came to the Houbb with tho nolice of 
motion and the bill in his pocket, and come* 
quently did not learn lha facts. He (Mr. 
M'Clure) was in favor of suspending tho 
Standing Orders at any lime if Ihe interests 
of the country required it, but he wus not in 
favor, and it bad never boon done in trio 
Uousa before, of giving iioiicii of mcti in, 
nsking leave, and rushing through a bill in 
ono day. Notice should havo boon given 
members so that they ooj.'d havo attended 
when the first rending came on. Ho wauled 
to hear the facts uf the hsrdship. If they 
could bo proved bo was quite willing lo sup- 
port a bill for tho relief of parlies who hud 
suffered unwarrantably ; but ho again oalled 
for fuots. 

The Chairman said Ihoy were not there lo 
tnko evidence; if the hon. member (Mr. 
M'Clure) had been in tho Houso yesterday 
ho would have hoard the (acts. 

Mr. M'Clure would inform the hon. Chair- 
man that he (Mr. M'Olure) bad attended 
yesterday, but liko many other days in which 
public business was lo bo transacted, the hou. 
Chairman did not attend and there was no 
quorum. When however private matters 
were to be attended to or a private bill like 
tho ono under discussion io relievo absentee 
spaaulalors, it was wonderful how suddenly 
punctual some members became. (Hear, nnd 
laaghtor). 

Dr. Ash quilo agreed \;hh the hon. junior 
member lor the oity. The bill had been 
introduced very inconsiderately and the faols 
of hardship had not been stated while he 
[Or. Ash| was in tho House. Ho also 
agieed with the hon. member in the proposi- 
tion to indemnify parlies whore real injustice 
could be shown. [Hear, hoar.] 

Dr. Dickson instanced us a faot that he 
himself would have had a lot Buld had not 
the Sheriff informed him in titae. 

Mr. M'Cluro said Iho hon. gontloman had 
only instanced a case of his own neglect. 
Mr. Dennes hero look his seal. 
Mr. DeCosmos thought it would bo better 
for tho hon. gonllemau not to press this mea- 
sure There were instunoes, no doubt, of 
hardship which it Mould bo better to rneot 
by a goncral statute '.ban a specialty. Ho 
then road a suggestion which ho would not 
thon bring before the Committee empowering 
the Supreme Court on proof of tho lot having 
been sold for taxes acoruing prior to tho pur- 
chase ol tho property by the purly uggrieved 
to cnuccl the Sberifi's title. 

On a division the voto on the lira! clause 
stood : 

Ayes— Cochrane, Dickson, Powell, Cars, 
well, (4). 

Noes— Tolmie, Aeb, M'Cluro, Dennes, 
DuUoainos, (5), 

Tho Chairman declared tho clause carried, 
amid general orics of " No, no ! " 

Mr. MjCluro Baid tho Chair wus mistaken ; 
tho clauso was lost. 

The Chairman said Cochrane, Powell, 
Dickson, Tolmio and Carawoll hud voted for 
the clauso, which was 5 to 4. 

Dr. Tolmie denied thai he had votod lor 
tho clause. Ho hud voted against it. 

The Cbnirman maintained that ho had, and 
would deoido the vole accordingly. 

Dr. Tolmio again denied indignantly that 
ho had votod for Iho clause, and uppcalcd to 
tho members. 

Several members hero maintained Dr. 
Tolmio's position. 

Mr. M'Clure said aooording to ordinary 
Courtesy, when a membor's voto was given 
or taken down inadverlenlly ihe voto should 
aguiu bo taken ; but when a mombor 
distinctly doclarod, and when other members 
sustaiuod bim, thai ho had given his vote in 
a different manner from that doolarod by tho 
Chairman, it wis tho Chairman's duty to 
put it again. 

Tho Chairman, alter much hesitation, then 
announced that bo would put Ihe voto 
again— which ho did with the abovn rosult. 

Mr. Cochrane thon roso and objeoted to the 
voto ol the lion, member lor Sail Spring.

Mr. M'Cluro claimed that by tho rules of 
tho Houso the motion to rifle must bo put 
first. 

Dr. Diokson asked how it would bo if a

Mr. M'Clure tmid tho hon. gentleman ob- 
jected to was no nlrnngor, lib had voted aa 
n member ol that Houso and his voto had 
nevnr been questioned boforo. Il looked very 
bad indeed in hon. gnnllomuu questioning ihe 
volo now in tho middlu of debate, bocauso 
that voto waa (.gainst thorn (hour, bear). If 



Such an ucliou would be a virlual ackuow 
ledgment that Ihe hon. gentleman had no 
right to vote. (Hear, und laughter.) 

On the question of referring Mr. Dennes' 
volo to the Speaker being again called for 

Mr. Dennes roso and objected to Ihe pro- 
ceeding. He defied tho hon. gentleman 
(Mr. Cochrane) to say that he hnd uo vote in 
that Houso. Ha liud not beeu unseated and 
was not a declared bankrupt. This waa a matter 
of spito on the part of tho hon. member for 
Saanioh becauso be (Mr. Donnas) had intro- 
duced a bill to prevent incompetent persons 
drawing illegal conveyances. (Order from 
the Chair, und great laughter.) Sinoo bo 
had been in that Houso ho defied any person 
lo poiut to anything he hud dono in it that 
would not stand the closest soruti.iy al- 
though ho oould not say thu same of those 
who opposed bim. (Laughter.) 

Mr, CoehrauB rose to order to protest 
against such peraotiulities being allowed. 

Mr. Dennes staled he wus in order, and 
said that the other hon. member (Dr. Dick- 
son) who objected to him did so because he 
(Mr DdnneBj would .not voto for him at his 
eloclion. 

Mr. DoCosmoa said if such personal itiea 
oonlinued ho should move that tho House 
co cleared. 

Dr. Ash hero asked tho Chairman to ex- 
amine May on the point in dispute, which 
the Chairman did, und read that a motion 
to riso tukos procedenco of all other motions, 
but that no motion could bo made while a 
member was speaking. 

Dr. Dickson hero deolared he had been 
speaking wbeu the hon. member (Mr. 
M'Clure) brought forward tho motion and 
thnt therefore thn motion was not in order 

Dr. Tolmie— Has tho hon. member done 
speaking now ? 
Dr. Dickson — Yes. 

Dr. Tolmio— Woll then, I movo that the 
Chair do now rise. (Laughter.) 

The Chairman still refused to put tho mo- 
tion. 

Mr. M'Olure then said ho for his part was 
quilo content lo waive tha motion to rise, in 
order to expedite ihe business ; but owing to 
tho antagonistic conduct cf tbo Chair he 
felt compelled to voto against Iho motioo to 
refer tho matter lo the Speaker. 

Alter considerable firing und cross-firing 
the motion to refer the matter to the Speak- 
er was put with tho following rc'ill : 

Ayes — Cochrane, Powell, Dickson, Oarsc 
well. (4). 

Noes— Ash, ^Tolmio, M'Cluro, Donoes, Do- 
Cosmos. (5). 

Dr. Dickeon, Mr. Cochrane and the Chair- 
man look oxception to Mr. Dennes' voto ; but 
on these gentlemen being told that Mr. Den- 
nes' vote was good uutil it was declared con- 
trary by Ibe House, ihoy subsided, and tha 
motion " that the chair do now riso" was put 
aud carried by a similar vote amidst demon, 
strations of applauso aud laughter. 
This killed tho bill. 

The Speaker, having finished his cigar, 
then took his chair.

Tho Speaker said four days ago. 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Mr. MoOlnre moved that the House ad* 
jouru till Monday, ut one o'clock. 

Dr. Trimble said bo bad a question to put 
beforo tho motion of adjournment. 

Mr. MoCluro declared it out of order, as 
tho adjournment took precedence. 

The Speaker ruled that Dr. Trimble was 
not in order, but he would listen to what he 
hud to say. 

Dr. Trimble then asked tho Speaker, as 
Executive officer of tho House, to inquiro if 
lha hon. member for Sail Spring had not by 
tho reoords of tho Bankruptcy Court boen de- 
clared a bankrupt. 

Tho Speaker said any member could apply 
for certificates ol bankruptcy if he liked. 

The Houso then adjourned till Monday, at 
1 p m.
